How It Wa8 Made Poiwlble For 
Haym to be PreHident. 

It has always been contended tliat 
Mr. Hayes was not rightfully elected 
President^ hut that he was seated by ^ 
fraud. The Presidential election of 
1876 occasionc<i ono of the most criti- 
cal disputes to which the working of 
our political institutious has ever given 
rise. 

After the election it was found tlmt 
the*toto in Florida and South (.Carolina 
was very close and tlie result uncertain, 
and that in- Louisiana, though the 
majority of tlie vote cast was unques- 
tionably Dcmocrasic, the result might 
be reverseiP under the jKiwcr of the 
State retiiniing Board to throw out 
returns vitiated liy ollegcsl violence 
and fraud. 

Tlie Republican National Commit- 
tee decided to adopt fraudulent means 
to promote the election of Republican 
electors, if fair means would-uot avail. 
A coii.qiinicy was hatched in New 
York to thniw out some of the Demo- 
cratic votes in the three States in 
which the result of tlic election W-as in 
doulit and return Ihqiulilican electors. 
As a result, in Florida, South Carolina 
aiul I^ihisiana two sets of certificates 
were issued and sent to Wiisliiiigton, 
one for the Republican electors. Pre- 
vious to tills a committee of Rc|)iilili- 
c.ins had liecii sent to New Orleans to 
witness tlie caiiviU!S in the interest of a 
“fair” count, 'flic Democratic Na- 
tionul Cuiiiiuittce also sent a eoiiimit- 
tcj there, among whom ware Joliii M. 
Palmer, Henry Wattei-son, Samuel J. 
Kaiidalij Wdi. K. Morrison, Oswald 
Ottendorfor, ofNaw York, and Colonel 
J. O. Bniadiiead, of Miwouri. 

There was much dispute and con- 
tention over the returns, and many 
claims and protests. No agreement 
was reached, and after asUirmy |x;riod 
of fiplnistering two sets of ccrtilicates 
were issued. There liad liecii a con- 
troversy |>ending for some time in 
Congress in regard to the matter of 
counting and declnring the electoral 
votes of the several States, and the 
matter was still unsettled when . the 
returns of Florida, South Carolina ami 
Ixmisiaua were presented to Congress. 
A joint comiuiuittee of the two Lousob 
was created to devise a inetiiod fur 
settling such disputes ' as might arise.
